U. S. Getting Out 
of Cotton Business 


Only Few of Million-Odd 


Bales Remain Under 
Government Control 


NEW ORLEANS, La.-(/l>)-Six years 


of government participation in Amer- 
ican cotton markets ncarcd an end 
Tuesday. 


Final liquidation of its holdings in 


the New Orleans market and reports 
from New York that the government 
cotton pool was fust selling its hold- 
ings in that center caused the trade 
to believe that the wind-up of federal 
activity was a matter of days. 


It will be the first time since the ill- 


fated Farm Board tried to bolster cot- 
ton prices in 1930 that the government 
has not been engaged in the futures 
market in one wuy or another. 


Federal agencies will retain control 


of sonic 3.500,000 bales acquired under 
the 10 and 12-ccnt loans, but this ac- 
tivity is not expected to bring them 
into the future market. 


The 1,600,000 bales of actual cotton 


has been reduced to around 100,000, 
and latest reports are that this has 
been sold in one lot to a well-known 
spot house. 


Of the 900.000 bales of futures, only 


a few thousand bales of October cot- 
ton held in the New York market re- 
mains.

All new crop months crossed the 12- 


ccnt level, making new highs for the 
season. 


Acreage Up 9.8 % 


WASHINGTON.—(/P)—Reporting an 


increase in cotton planting in all states 
except Florida, the federal crop re- 
porting board Wednesday estimated 
the area in cultivation July 1 to be 
30,621,000 acres. 


This is an increase of 9.8 per cent 


above the 27,888,000 acres for July 1 
last year. 


The greatest increase was west of 


the Mississippi river. Arkansas show- 
ed a 14 per cent increase, with 2,483,000 
acres.

Text of Resolution 


The resolution, filed by the police 


committee, is as follows: 


"Whereas, it is rumored that arrests 


are being made and people placed in 
jail in the city of Hope and later re- 
leased without any charge.? being pre- 
ferred or any record thereof; and 


"Whereas, the police department is 


being severely criticized on account 
thereof; 


"Now, Therefore, in order to shield 


and protect the police 
department 


against any such rumor or charges; 


"Be it Further Resolved, that except 


of the City of Hope, Arkansas: 


"That the chief of police be required 


to keep a permanent record of all ar- 
rests showing the name and address 
of the party arrested, the time of ar- 
rest, the name of officer making the 
arrest, the charges against the per- 
son arrested; that such .record be kept 
in the office of the clerk of municipal 
court and be open at all times to the 
inspection of the public. 


"That the chief of police be instruct- 


ed not to release any person unless 
such person makes good and sufficient 
bond which is approved by the chief 
of police and filed with the municipal 
court clerk for the appearance of such 
person in said court on specified date. 


"Except in case of transient non- 


resident dope addicts which may be 
released upon certificate of the city 
health officer, which certificate is to 
be filed by the chief of police with the 
clerk of the municipal court. 


"Be it Furter Resolved, that except 


in cases of drug addicts, as hereinbe- 
fore provided, charges shall be pre- 
ferred against the person, or persons, 
arrested for the offense for which they 
are arrested, and such case, or cases, 
passed to the municipal court for such

at Prescott Meet 


Addresses 101 Rotarian 


Gathered There From

Hamilton Moses of Little Rock address 
an inter-city, meeting of the Prescot 
Rotary club. 


Mr. Moses, former Rotary distric 


governor, was ihtr<$atr6ecFby-:. W.'"'V 
Tompkins, of Prescott, as the man who 
organized Rotary in .the Nevada coun- 
ty-seat. The meeting was presidec 
over by Charles Robinson, new head 
of the Prescott club. Ches Stephens 
of Gurdon led the community sing- 
ing—and the Prescott club offered the 
following program:

Mr. Moses' address was an inspira- 


tional discussion of the morals anc 
governmental manners of today. De- 
claring that America was tremend- 
ously shaken during the panic years 
by men's loss of faith in one another, 
the speaker said: 


"If you've lost faith in your fellow 


man then it stands to reason he has 
lost faith in you. Yet half of all our 
daily business depends upon credit— 
which in the last analysis is faith.' 


He illustrated his point with the 


story of a Little Rock busines man 
who, in difficulties a few years ago, 
refused to take bankruptcy, finally re- 
paid a Little Rock bank $186,000—and 
"came 
through." Mr. Moses' next 


illustration was of a truck driver who 
made good on his obligation, showing 
the same regard for principles wheth- 
er the amount of money were large or 
small. 


"And for these personal crises," con- 


tinued Mr. Moses, "government has no 
answer. The answer lies with our- 
sel ves. 


"Our trouble today is that so many 


of us ask, 'What is the government 
going to do for me?'—when what we 
should really be asking is this, 'What 
am I going to do for my home and my 
country?' " 


He concluded by remarking that, 


"A man who wouldn't pay his debts 
didn't used to be thought much of. 
We are getting back to that point of 
view after being away from it for 
several years."

Vsaiy attention. In summer, the ma- 


terials next to the skin should be thin, 
and the warmth of the body may be 
regulated by covers. In colder weath- 
er a night dress or gown, or simple 
pajamas, may be worn. 
"' In the hospital it is customary to 
. -bays a typical hospital jacket, which 


makes fairly easy frequent examina- 
tions of the chest. 


In the case of a sick child, the doc- 


tor will want to listen repeatedly to 
sounds of heart and lungs. Arrange- 


, ments, must he made so the child will 


not be too greatly exposed to changes 
of "temperature during this process. 


Many mothers fear bathing of' the 


child during illness. However, a bath 
is of greatest importance, not only for 
cleanliness, but for control of tem- 
perature. When a baby is sick, it 
must be bathed frequently. 


Sometimes, unfortunately, the baby 


will be so ill that it has to be bathed 
"in bed, instead of a tub. When this is 
necessary, the first step is to see that 
the room is properly heated, that there 
ate no drafts, and that an hour has 
passed since the child has had a meal. 
» Fresh ,bed clothing, towels, 
and 


vtfash cloth should be placed at the 
foot of the bed. The utensils used in 
Crashing should be on a table beside 
crib or bed. 


everything is ready, the bath 


proceeds as follows: The sick child 
is covered with a blanket and un- 
dressed under it. The soiled clothing 
is placed either in a laundry bag or 
on sheets of paper ready for wrap- 
ping. 


A bath towel is spread under the 


child's head and neck, which then are 
washed with the wash cloth wrung 
out of water, and with soap if desir- 
able. After the face, neck, ears, and 
upper arms are washed, they are 
dried with the fj>ce towel, and the 
bath towel is removed from under the 
head. It is then placed lengthwise 
under the patient and chest and abdo- 
men are washed carefully. 


Jf turning does not cause pain, the 


child is turned to the side, and its 
back is washed while the bath towel 
is placed lengthwise, close to the back. 


Then the bath towel is spread 


lengthwise under each leg separately, 
and the legs are washed and dried. 
The child must be well protected by 
being covered with the blanket dur- 
ing the procedure of changing. 


After the bath, the child may be 


rubed with alcohol, or, if too young 
for this, powder may be applied gen- 
erously. Then the patient is drsessed 
under the blanket in clean sleeping 
garments. 


If the child has been having much 


fever, cold cream or vaseline may be 
applied to the lips to overcome dry- 
ness and crusting.

Fruit Juice Helps 


WithMilk Diet 


Mixed Drinks Suggested 


as Aid for "Quart a 


Day" Program 


During the hot summer months lag- 


ging appetites sometimes make it dif- 
ficult for mothers to persuade 
the 


children to take their "quart a day" 
of milk. This difficulty may be over- 
come by using the milk with various 
fruit syrups, and preparing 
"milk 


shakes" says Miss Melva Bullington, 
Hempstead home demonstration agent. 


A shaker, such as is obtainable at 


any 5 and 10 cent store, or a heavy 
glass fruit jar may be used in prc- 
jaring the milk shakes. If the chil- 
dren like "fizzy" drinks, carbonated 
vater o Vpop may be added. 


Following are some recipes for sum- 


mer milk drinks which have been pre- 
pared by Miss. Gertrude E. Conant, 
Extension nutritionist, University of 
Arkansas 
College 
of 
Agriculture. 


These will prove with the younger 
members of the family. 


Jersey High Ball 


Into a quart fruit jar or shaker, pour 


cup 
of strawberry syrup. 
(Use 


syrup drained from preserves). Add 
one pint of milk and \k cup shaved 
ice. 
Shake until frothy and serve. 


Juice from any kind of fruit may be 
used. 


Chocolr-tc Fizz 


One-half cup chocolate svruo. 1 pint 


milk, '/2 cup shaved ice. Shake well. 
Four glasses one-half full of mixture 
and finish filling glass with carbon- 
ated water. 


Milk Julip 


Make a syrup of boiling !i cup sugar 


with Va cup water for 3 minutes. Re- 
move from fire and add 
Vi cup of 


chopped mint leaves. Cover and let 
stand until cool. Then add the juice 
of 2 lemons and strain through a wire 
sieve. Use '/•> cup of this syrup to 1% 
pints of milk and '/a cup shaved ice. 
Shake well. This may be varied by 
adding diferent kinds of fruit juice, 
such as orange juice, or the syrup 
from canned pineapple, pears, peaches 
or berries. 


Blackberry Fizz 


One-half cup blackberry syrup, 1 


pint rnilk, V> cup shaved ice. Shake 
well, Fill glasses half full, and add 
carbonated water.

One-half cup grape juice. 
1 pint 


milk, V> cup shaved ice. Shake well. 
?ill glasses half full, and add carbon- 
ated v/ater.
